Fire District 
Faces Higher 
Insurance Rates 


Insurance on vehicles of the 
Menlo Park Fire District will cost 
$800 more during the coming year 
than it did last year, Menlo Park 
Fire District commissioners learn- 
ed Monday. 

The district’s present total pre- 
mium for collision and liability 
insurance is $6038.78; this will go 
up next year because of acquisition 
of a new pumping engine and be- 
cause “general liability” rates are 
based on the district’s payroll, the 
commissioners were told. 

Generally higher rates through- 
out the industry also have an ef- 
fect. 

The news came from Robert Boe- 
dikker, district insuror, who said 
that the total premium could be 
lowered somewhat, on the basis 

of “claim experience.” 

Commissioners asked that date 
for paying the district’s insurance 
be changed, so the district will not 
have to “borrow” county money 
to finance premiums.

One of the most obvious defects of the California initiative 
and referendum system, whereby the people vote on Constitu- 
tional amendments, becomes apparent when one begins to study 
the 18 measures on which ballots will be cast Nov. 4:

| The items most generally aimed at public good, the 
virtues of which are subject to the least question, get the least 

1) advance notice and study. Thus when they're passed, it’s 
almost accidental. 


It is true that, on. this year’s ballot, Propositions 16, 17 and 
18 pose questions which will have profound effects on the future 
growth of the state.

But as the Recorder “casts its ballot in public,” it is with a 
sense that a slower but surer descent into the realm of mediocrity 
awaits the commonwealth, if it fails to meet the needs of its tre- 
mendous growth, through intelligent spending of money. 


Thus, the Recorder gives its endorsement to Propositions 1, 
2, 3 and 4, Proposition 1 seeks permission to sell bonds so the 
state can continue making home and farm loans to qualified 
veterans; Proposition 2 seeks permission on the part of the state 
to build $220,000,000 worth of schools for physically handicapped 
and mentally retarded youngsters; Proposition 3 would authorize 
the state to sell $200,000,000 bonds for the construction of other 
state-owned buildings and Proposition 4 calls for the sale of 
$60,000,000 in bonds for the development of harbors. 


These sums, lumped together, sound like big money. 
They are. But private business learned generations ago that 
“it takes money to make money” and that the best way to 
meet the demands of one’s customer is to have an adequate 
production system. The state doesn’t provide goods in an 
economic market, it provides services; but it still needs ade- 
quate equipment to do the job. 

Concerning proposition 5, the Recorder urges a “yes” vote. 
The reasoning behind the wording of the proposition is, apparent- 
ly, that voters who don’t cry too loudly about what their county 
supervisors get, shouldn't worry too much if state legislators get 
the same. While using supervisors’ pay as the gauge for state 
legislators’ pay may be a little ridiculous, the fact is that the state 
legislators need more pay; not only is it deserved, it will assure 
keener competition in clections, better men in office, and less 
worry about the effectiveness of the blandishments of lobbyists, 
and so forth,

Proposition 6 would restore to the state Constitution a pro- 


vision requiring publication of state bond issue proposals. Any 
whittling-away of the principle of adequate public notice is an 
invitation to suppression of information concerning the public’s 
business. Such a whittling was accomplished — largely inadver- 
tently — when voters approved a measure two years ago that Was | 
designed primarily to reduce the limit on bond issues from 75 
to 5 years, a worthy move. The Recorder urges a “ves” vote | 
on this new proposition which would re-establish the require- 
ment of public notice.

On proposition 7, the Recorder urges a “yes” vote. We 
hope that its provisions for setting up a succession of execu- 
tive officers in case of wartime disaster will never have to 
be invoked, but they should be on the books. 


Proposition 8 would shorten the residential requirement | 
for those who would cast ballots in presidential elections, while | 
leaving the one-year requirement in effect for voting in state 
elections. This would mean special ballots for the few who have 
not fulfilled the state’s present residence requirements, and_ is 
unnecessarily expensive. The Recorder urges a “no” vote. 

Proposition 9 would eliminate a present mandatory 30-day 
recess in the state legislative session, between introduction of 
bills and their passage. But it might have the effect of encour- 
aging the late introduction of bills, thereby encouraging hasty 
consideration of legislation. We will vote “no” on this one.

Proposition 10 is a technical one, but if passed, will mean 
that an airport or school agency can start building, with a court 
order and 90 days’ notice to a property owner, after filing of 


condemnation proceedings, without having to wait final outcome 
of the suit, often a matter of years .We believe it deserves a 
“ves” vote. 


Proposition 11, if passed, allows cities and counties to use 
future gas tax funds, here and now, to meet present street 
and highway construction costs. This would be a move to- 
ward solution of the traffic problem which is strangling 
most of the cities of the state, and deserves passage. 

Proposition 12 asks permission for legislators to become 
notaries public. Why? We will vote “no.”

Dr. Rex Turner, superintend- 
ent of the Sequoia High School 
District, points out that in a few 
years, the high schools of the 
district will be graduating thou- 
sands of young people each June;

these will want more specialized 
training and there may be a need 
for a junior college to serve the 
Sequoia High School District 
alone.

too, were interested in preventing 
accidents. 

The propaganda machine to put 
across the billion-dollar Rapid 
Tranist system in the Bay Area 
is rolling along as the district com- 
mission keeps swelling its person- 
nel to put the program into the 
planning stage. 

San Mateo county has been de- 
prived of proper representation 
on the commission for several 
months because of failure to 
agree on a replacement for Hen- 
ry Doelger who resigned. Sever- 
al names have been suggested 
but board members apparently 
could not agree on an appointee. 
Hoping to get some help, the 
board has asked the county’s 
five-member liaison committee 
to the Bay Area group to recom. 
mend a name. If this group can 
agree, we may soon have two 
commissioners, to match the re- 
presentation of other counties. 


There is a lot of work and selling 
to do before the plan actually is 
ready to present to the voters. 

At the present time the program 
seems to be following the original 
lines, which drew opposition from 
San Mateo county’s official fami- 
ly. The attack of district spokes- 
men on freeway planning rather 
than rapid transit also has not 
been well received, At the insist- 
ence of local county officials, the 
rapid transit district rules provide 
that the board of supervisors of 
each county must approve the 
working plans before the issue is 
put to the voters. 

We can imagine the disagree- 
ments that will arise when this 
stage of the planning is reached, 
Unless there is a lot of compromis- 
ing between now and that time, 
few if any boards are likely to vote 
approval. 

Local courthouse officials esti- 
mate it will be at least two years 
before any concrete plan for con- 
struction can be worked out, but 
in the meantime we’ll be hearing 
the merits of overhead trains, un- 
derground trains, feed lines, the 
wonderful things they will do for 
the area and about the only thing 
that will be missing from the dis- 
cussions will be the cost to the tax- 
payers of the counties involved. 

With more counties joining in 
the sales tax program, there are 
now only three major counties 
in the state which have not adopt- 
ed the one per cen¢ sales tax to 
help finance local government. 
These are San Mateo, Fresno and 
Santa Barbara counties, which 
account for 5.4 per cent of all 
taxable transactions subject to 
sales tax. 


There are six other counties 
which have not adopted the pro- 
gram — Alpine, Amador, Plumas, 
Sierra, Siskiyou and Tehama—but 
they account for only 77,000 peo- 
ple and for 40 cents of each $100 
of transactions taxable by the 
state. 

Some idea of what Redwood City 
or San Mateo, for example, might 
get if they adopted the sales tax 
is seen in State Board of Equaliza- 
tion figures for the last quarter. 
In neighboring Palo Alto, the ci- 
ty’s take was $249,175 for the three 
month period. 

Santa Clara collected $100,666 
and Los Gatos picked up $34,962. 
Mountain View’s take was $113,743 
and San Jose picked up $711,913. 
Santa Clara county government re- 
ceived $367,268 as its share of the 
collections. 

In spite of these lush revenues, 
few if any of the cities or the-coun- 
ty can boast of a lowering proper- 
ty tax rate, which only means that 
the sales tax monies are being used 
to provide capital improvements 
and not applied to property taxes. 
San Mateo county business lead- 
ers, particularly the auto and big 
appliance dealers, believe they 
have a big edge in the market with 
no sales tax and continue to.stand 
by ready to fight any effort of.new 
cities or our own county officials 
to adopt the tax. 

We don’t know of a new city 
that is even talking about it but 
we do know there are more than 
a few councilmen scattered around 
the Peninsula who would like to 
see the added revenue for their 
cities.

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Your Garden: 


Common English Lavender Is An 
Old Fashioned Garden Favorite ~ 


You don’t need old fashioned 
tastes to enjoy an old fashioned 


favorite in your garden. The com- 
mon English Lavender, so fragrant 
and so cherished i, gardens of the 
past, has come into its own once 
again. 

Its crisp evergray foliage and 
persisting spikes of lavender 
bloom provide the gray contrast 
so much sought in modern lands- 
cape design. 


IN GRANDPA’S TIME! 


English lavender was a favorite 
in your grandparents’ time when 
its blooms were cut and dried anc 
sewn in sachets to be stored i*® lin- 
en closets and drawers. There its 
fragrance was imparted to the en- 
tire contents. Sachets of lavender 
are not unheard of today, but they 
are scarce. People don’t know 
what they are missing. 

The prime requisite of frag- 
rance in the lavender plant is 
warmth. Where too much sum. 
mer fog keeps sun off the blos- 
soms, they do not reach the 
stage of maturity necessary to 
good fragrance. 

Lavender should be planted in 
cool areas nonetheless for its high- 
ly decorative value. And if given 
a maximum of sun in its garden 
location it will often surprise you 

with its perfume. 
NUMBER OF USES 

English lavender fits into any 
number of garden uses. Nursery 
men who are members of the Cali- 

fornia Association of Nurserymen 
recommend it for a low hedge or 
edging along walks. It can be used 
as a foundation plant along the 
sunny side of a house. And where 
the parking strip permits, a two 
to three-foot planting is ideal. 

Whatever its use, you can count 
on its being easy to care for. Eng. | 
lish lavender can be classed as a 
acought resistant plant. And so 
far as seeding is concerned, forget 
it. While it increases growth, fer- 
tilizer only cuts down on the po- 
tency of lavender’s perfume. 


Actually you have only one 
thing to do to keep lavender hap- 
py and that is to prune the plant- 
ing back after bloom. Since you 
are likely to be cutting blooms 
anyway, and since it’s a job that 
smells so good, this really seems 
little trouble at all. 

For your convenience in shop- 
ping at a nursery, the botanical 
name for English lavender is la- 
vandula officinal's (or L. cera). 
GARDENER’S CHECKLIST | 

1. Keep an eye to your planting | 
of ranunculus. A covering of wire} 
mesh will keep the birds at bill’s 
length when the bulbs start lo 
sprout. 

2. Check nurseries to find just 
just the color (orange or red) and 
size of bery you want from a pyra 
cantha. Plants in berry now are | 
ideal for fall and Christmas color. 

3. Keep falling leaves raked up. 
Compost them by p.l.ng alternate | 
layers of leaces and dirt in some
